or hear nothing, but what was Strange and Diſmal, and, 
Death feem'd to ſurround us; but time diſcovered this 
Noiſe unto us. The occaſion of it was thus: In one parg 
of this Houſe where this Fire was kept, 'was an Indien 
Man, having a Pot onthe Fire, wherein he was making a 
Drink, of the Leaves of a Shrub ( which we under- 
ſtood afterwards by the Spaniard, is called Caſſtens) 
boyling the ſaid Leaves, after they had parched them 
in #Pot ; then with aGourd, having a long Neck, and 
at the top of it a ſmall hole, which the -rop of. one's 
Finger could cover, and' at the' fide of it around hole:

Cabin to eat our Fiſh ; and they gave us ſome of their 


Berries to Eat: We taſted them, butnort one amongſt 
us could ſuffer them to ſtay.-in our Mouths, for we. 


could compare the raſte of them to nothing elſe, bur 
rotten Cheeſe ſteep'd in Tobacco. Sometime after we 


had eaten, ſome of the Indians asked us, If we were - 


Spaniards? Solomon anſwered them, Yes. Then ſome 
of the Indians would point to thoſe whoſe 'Hair was 
Black, or of a deep Brown, and fay ſuch a one was a 


Spaniard of the Havana, and ſuch of Augyſteen; but thofe = 
Whoſe Hair was of a light Colour, they were doubrful

Jiſcourſe, which ended, we were on a ſudden or- 
dered to get up, and hurried away with this Stranger,
